Sailor Dives to ti the Rescue.

Louis Mohr, a 
sailor, 20 years old, who had been in the 
crowd in the street, had jerked off his coat 
as he saw the machine rush by and dived into 
the water when * plunged from the bridge 
abutment. — f 

Mohr reached the water an instant after 
the automobile, and, rising to the surface, 
dived again and brought Willens to the sur- 
face. Within a few feet of nim he found 
assistance in the crew of the Dickinson, 
which had cast off its line to the steamer 
and headed for the i where the automobile 
had sunk. 

On the side nearest the sailor in the water 
stood Capt: Roche and several of his men | 
with grappling hooks. Mohr, swimming to- 
ward the south shore with one hand grasping 


them.

Brings Woman to the Surface. 

Mohr obeyed, and as the captain seized 
Willens by his coat with a grapling hook and. 
drew him with the assistance of his men to 
the deck, the sailor once more dived into the 
water. 

For almost a Mohr remained | 
neath the surface and then emerged with 
Mrs. Willens in one hand. Then heattempted 
to swim toward the tug boat, which: had 
drifted some distance from him. 

Exhausted and handicapped by his burden, 
Mohr made no headway and was on the point 
of sinking when a long pole was thrust him 
from the tug boat. The sailor grasped it and 
drew himself and the woman to the boat's 
side, when both were seized and lifted to

STORY OF NAVAL ‘COMBATS 


Japanese Officers Describe Recent 
Battles 1 Corean Strait and 


LONDON, Aug. 17.—A dispatch to the cen 
tral News from Viadtvostok, dated Aug. 17, 
says the cruisers Rossia and Gromobol of the 
Viadivostok squadron have returned there.. 


{BY CABLE TO THE — 
TOKIO, Aug. 17.—Detailed stories of the 
naval battles off Port Arthur on Aug. 10 and 
in the straits of Corea on Aug. 14 were re- 
ceived here today, and both prove that the 
Japanese squadrons were handle with great 
Skill as well as brilliancy. | 
All Japanese accounts unite in praising 
the bravery of the Russian officers and men. 


‘  Rurik Goes Down Fighting. 

The men of the Rurik fought up to the 
moment the cruiser sunk and the big ship 
went down accompanied by the roar of its 
own big guns. The captain and all of the 
superior officers of the Rurik were killed. 
Twenty-three officers of lower grade were 
rescued. In all 601 men were picked up from 
the Rurik and taken to Sasebo. One man 
has since died and 8 
of them seriously wounded. 


Togo Warns Kamimura. 


Vice Admiral Kamimura was on the look- 
out for the Vladivostok fleet, for he had 
received wirdless messages at sea telling 
him of Togo's battle with the Port Arthur 
fleet on Aug. 10 and warning him, that the 
ships of the vostok fleet might attempt 
to reach the Yellow sea. 

Kamimura, who then was reconnoitering, 
changed his course and took a position to 
intercept any junction of the two squadrons. 
The fog suddenly cleared Sunday morning 
and Kamimura’s four armored cruisers, go- 
ing south at 5 o'clock in the morning, sighted 
on the port side the three Vladivostok cruis- 

ers at a distance of 10, 000 yards. 


Ships Clear for Action. 

The Japanese flagship signaled “ clear for 
action and later to holst the battle flags.” 
The squadron, emerging from the offing, 
steamed in a direction to cut off the return 
of the Russians to Viadivostok. As expected, 
they no sooner sighted the Japanese than they 
put about and made full speed for the north, 
the Rossia leading. The Rurik at about 5:20 
a. m. was about 8,000 yards behind the Rossia. 

The Japanese guns opened ire and the Rus- 
sians replied with a hot exc Crossing 
the Russians in single column, the two squad- 
rons were in 1 shape, the Japanese shells 
raking the Russian ships and most every 
shot telling. 


Rurik Gets the Brunt. 

The Russian situation was disadvantage- 
ous and the Rossia endeavored to screen the 
Rurik. The Rurik being the nearest to the 
Japanese ships, became the focus for their 
fire at 4,000 yards. Being wer than the 
others, the Rurik continually 22 behind, 
and numerous shells struck it. 

The Japanese ships were hidden in a dense 
cloud of smoke. The Japanese gunners be- 
haved as if at target practice. ‘The Rossia 
and Gromoboi circled again in an endeavor 
to aid the Rurik, and in the unfortunate 
T formation again met with a fierce fire. 
The Rurik, on fire, circled, and the others 
were seen to be on fire about the same time. 
A Nrong wind fanned the flames and the 
portholes were darkened by smoke. The 
confusion on board the Russian ships was 
great, but the flre soon was under control. 

The Rurik by this time was gradually sink- 
ing by the stern, where there was a large 
hole made. by a shell. Listing to port the 
Rurik still fired intermittently. The other 
Russian ships, continually circling in their 


to a concentrated fire that lasted four hours.. 
The range was short and there were few 
misses. The Rossia was on fire five or six 
times and the Gromoboi three or four. 


Abandoned to Its Fate. 

The Rurik still had two guns that could 
be fought at 9 o’clock. At that hour the 
Rossia and Gromoboi abandoned the Rurik 
and steamed ahead at full speed. All their 
guns were out of action, except-two or three 
en each ship, but their speed was not im- 
paired. The Japanese cruisers Naniwa and 
Takachiho left the Rurik and pursued the 
Russians for twenty miles. | 

Meanwhile the Rurik suddenly! the 
offensive; but the Japanese guns were too 
much for it. The crew then flooded the 
magazine. Some ran on deck, while others 


guns firing until the cruiser went down, 
thereby exciting the high admiration of the 
Japanese. 

The Rurik sank by the stern for a time, 
then suddenly leaped up, and, falling back, 
was engulfed. 

At 10:30 the Japanese admiral notified the 
sinking Russian that he had returned for tlie 
purpose of saving life. 

The Japanese casualties were two ofticers 
killed and nine wounded and a hundred men 
killed or wounded. 


Togo’s Casualties Grow. 

_A supplementary report of Admiral Togo’s 
casualties on Aug. 10 increases the total 
killed and wounded to 225. 

The Japan Mail publishes an account of 
the engagement with the Port Arthur squad- 
ron on Aug. 10, as given by Admiral Togo's 
staff officer, Lieut. Ogura, who is at Sasebo 
wounded. He says that when the sortie of 
the Russians was announced by wireless tel- 
egraph early on the morning of Aug. 10 it 
was known only that the enemy was making 
southward. 

Admiral Togo maneuvered to draw the 
Russians out as far as possible from the 
shelter of the forts. At forty minutes past 
noon the Russians were thirty miles from 
Port Arthur. The Japanese ships then ran 
up their battle fags and the Russians imme- 
diately formed into single column line ahead.

that the Armenians are about to ask the 
United States to be their friend, and to

There is 
no doubt that Turkish troops, regulars and 
irregulars, are behaving in a barbarous man- 
ner in some parts of Armenia. They are 
killing men, women, and children. They 
are burning down villages. A strong ease

The law was swift enough in 
this case, but it did not disarm the lynch- 
ers, Men take the law into their own hands, 
as in this case, not so much to expedite 
punishment as to have an opportunity. to 
administer it themselves. 
pleadings of the brother of the murdered 
farmer could persuade the lynchers to de- 
sist. They were crazy to do some killing. 


Gov. Terrell of Georgia took all the pre- 


cautions which he thought were needed to 
secure respect for the law. He ordered mili- 
tia on duty at Statesboro as soon as the 
negro murderers were caught and was able 
to prevent their lynching before trial.

IR THOMAS NEAVE'S arrival in the 
United States—just at present he is 
staying at the Holland howe, New 
y York—serves to recall one of the many 
romances of the historic and royal 
house of Bourbon. For he is the grand 
nephew of that Irish born princess of Capua 
whose marriage in London to the younger 
brother of King Ferdinand II. of Naples in the

The princess ‘was the ‘daughter of an Irish 
squireen, Thomas Smith of Ballynatray, 
county Waterford, and, as at the time of 
her marriage there were no laws in Italy 
prohibiting the union between royal person- 
ages and commoners, she became, not the 
morganatic wife, but the full fledged, legiti- 
mate.consort of Prince Charles of Bourbon, 
prince of Capua.

In her youth Princess Victoria, who spent 
much of her time with her mother’s sister, 
Lady Dinorbin, and with the latter's 
daughter, Lady Neave, was a woman or 
celebrated loveliness, singularly gifted, and 
with such a magnificent contralto voice that 
Meyerbeer was moved thereby to specially 
compose and dedicate to her one of his most 
beautiful songs. The latter portion of her 
life, save for occasional visits to Lady Neave 
in England, was spent in Italy on a beauti- 
ful estate named Marlia, near Lucca, where, 
by special permit from King Humbert, the 
demented brother of the princess was kept 
under restraint, instead of being confined in 
an asylum. Her relations with the Italian 
royal family were of the most affectionate 
description, and, like the late Prince Louis 
of Bourbon, Count d’Aquila, she received 


allowance from the Italian crown.

mouths with astonishment. In fact, this 
wonderful old prelate was the pivot on whom 
the whole province of Croatia has turned for 
the last fifty years, on whom a great part 
of the population depended more or less di- 
rectly for their daily bread, and his death 
is likely to prove to them an irreparable loss.
